Persistent Uncertainty Over Iraq 


U.S., Iraqi officials say 
privately that a total 
withdrawal has risks 

Washington 

Eight months shy of its deadline for 
pulling the last American soldier 
from Iraq and closing the door on 
an eight-year war, the Pentagon is 
having second thoughts. 

Reluctant to say it publicly, offi- 
cials fear a final pullout in Decem- 
ber could create a security vacuum, 
offering an opportunity for power 
grabs by antagonists in a simmer- 
ing Arab-Kurd dispute, a weakened 
but active al- Qaeda or even such an 
adventurous neighbor as Iran. 

The U.S. wants to keep perhaps 
several thousand troops in Iraq, not 
to engage in combat but to guard the 
still-fragile peace. This was made 
clear during Defense Secretary Rob- 
ert Gates’ visit Thursday and Friday 
in which he and the top U.S. com- 
mander in Iraq, Army Gen. Lloyd 
Austin, talked up the prospect of an 
extended U.S. stay. 

Austin says he has not yet been 
asked by the Pentagon to recommend 
any potential extension of the mili- 
tary mission. 

And just how big a military com- 
mitment might the U.S. be willing to 
make beyond 2011? 

“It just depends on what the Iraq-

Prolonged Presence Urged 

Sen. Lindsey Graham has been a leading skep- 
tic of the Obama administration’s plan to turn 
over the Iraq mission to the State Department 
in January. He says the U.S. needs to keep at 
least 10,000 troops in Iraq Into 2012. “If we’re 
not smart enough to work with the Iraqis to have 
10,000 to 15,000 American troops in Iraq in 2012, 
Iraq could go to hell,” the South Carolina Republi- 
can said on CBS’ “Face the Nation” on April 4. 


Meanwhile ••• 

An American soldier died in a non- 
hostile incident in northern Iraq on 
Saturday, according to a U.S. military 
statement released Sunday. This is the 
sixth U.S. soldier to die in Iraq so far 
this month, and only two of them have 
died in combat-related incidents. Ac- 
cording to an Associated Press count, 
at least 4,447 U.S. military personnel 
have died in Iraq since the war began in 
March 2003. (AP) 


is want and what we’re able to pro- 
vide,” Gates said Thursday. He said 
the U.S. would consider a range of 
possibilities, from staying an extra 
couple years to remaining in Iraq as 
permanent partners. 

Less clear is whether the Iraqis 
will ask for any extension. 

Powerful political winds are blow- 
ing against such a move even as U.S. 
officials assert that Iraqi leaders are 
saying privately they see a need for 
help developing their military capa- 
bilities. U.S. training of Iraqi forces up 
to now has focused on combating an 
internal enemy, including al-Qaeda, 
rather than external threats. 

If the Iraqis do not ask for more 
help, then Dec. 31 probably will mark 
the end of U.S. military intervention. 
There are about 47,000 U.S. troops in 
Iraq, less than a third the total at the 
peak of the war four years ago. (ap)

‘It’s Not 

Iowa town grapples 
with cleanup after a 
mammoth tornado 

Mapleton, Iowa 

Jamy Garden’s house began to rum- 
ble with the approach of a torna- 
do at least a quarter of a mile wide. 
The windows shattered, spray- 
ing her with glass. Using her cell- 
phone as a flashlight, she fled to 
her basement. 

Garden’s house survived and 
her two dogs were safe, but on Sun- 


day she was still looking for her cat. 
Around her lay branches, twisted sid- 
ing and a canoe that wasn’t hers. 

The tornado that struck the eve- 
ning before damaged more than half 
of Mapleton, a town of 1,200 in west- 
ern Iowa, Mayor Fred Standa said 
Sunday. He estimated about 20 per- 
cent of the town was “almost flat.” 

The huge, centuries-old trees 
the town was named for had been 
pulled out of the ground, wrapped 
around houses and tossed on top 
of cars, Standa said. 

“It’s not a pretty sight,” he said. 
“It’s something nobody has seen 


in this town.” 

The tornado destroyed 12 to 15 
blocks of Mapleton when it struck 
about 7:20 p.m. Saturday, Monona 
County Sheriff Jeff Pratt said. It 
stretched from a quarter- to a half- 
mile wide and had wind speeds 
of 105 to 135 mph, he said. The 
twister was one of several report- 
ed in Iowa. 

Gov. Terry Branstad issued an 
emergency proclamation covering 
Mapleton and surrounding Monana 
County on Saturday so the state 
could spend money to respond to 
the storm, his office said, (ap)

Nurturing Young Kids and Unhealthy Habits? 


Study: New mothers 
reach for fatty foods, 
see drop in exercise 

Chicago 

Could kids be to blame for new par- 
ents’ bad health habits? 

A study found that mothers of 
young children were heavier and ate 
more calories, sugary drinks and 
fatty foods than childless women. 
Parents were also less active than 
their peers without kids. 

Sheri Lee Schearer, 34, says 
the results reflect her life with a 
5-month-old son. Before, she had 
time to make a spinach salad or go 


out for one. Now, as a stay-at-home 
mom in New Jersey, she grabs what- 
ever is easiest and quickest. 

“I often find that his needs come 
before mine,” she said. “Do I get 
to the gym? No. Do I eat always 
healthy? No.” 

Easily prepared foods are often 
high in fat and calories. Parents 
who choose them may end up serv- 
ing them to their children, perpet- 
uating a cycle of unhealthy eating, 
the study authors said. 

The study involved 1,520 adults 
age 25 on average, including par- 
ents with kids younger than 5. 
Among the results, which are pub- 
lished online Monday in the jour- 
nal Pediatrics: Mothers ate more 


2,360 

The average daily caloric intake for 
mothers, 368 calories more than 
women without kids, according to 
a new study. With so many calories, 
most women would need to keep 
active to avoid gaining weight, such 
as walking daily more than 3 miles 
at a moderate pace, (ap) 


fatty foods and drank about seven 
sugary drinks weekly, versus about 
four among childless women. 

Mothers also got on average 
a little more than two hours of at 
least moderate activity weekly, 
versus three hours weekly among 


childless women. Mothers had a 
higher average body-mass index, 
27, versus 26 in childless women. 
Healthy BMIs are in the 19-24 
range. 

Fathers ate about the same 
amount of daily calories as child- 
less men, and both had an aver- 
age BMI of 25, but fathers got less 
physical activity — about five hours 
weekly, compared to almost seven 
hours among childless men. 

Schearer said she’s lost half the 
40 pounds she gained while preg- 
nant and doesn’t care if she never 
loses those last 20 pounds. 

Becoming a mom “has been the 
best thing that ever happened to 
me,” she said, (ap)

U.N., French shoot 
rockets in retaliation 
for weekend assault 

Abidjan, Ivory Coast 

United Nations and French heli- 
copters fired rockets on strong- 
man Laurent Gbagbo’s residence 
on Sunday in an assault the U.N. 
said was to retaliate for attacks by 
his forces on U.N. headquarters 
and civilians. 

U.N. Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon said he had authorized the 
strikes, accusing Gbagbo of using 
heavy weapons against Ivory Coast 
civilians and the U.N. forces try- 
ing to protect them. 

Residents from nearby neigh- 
borhoods reported seeing two 
U.N. Mi-24 attack helicopters and 
a French helicopter open fire on the 
residence, where Gbagbo is holed up 
in a bunker. The residents couldn’t 
be named for fear of reprisal. 

An Associated Press reporter 
saw the helicopters take off from 
the French military base followed 
minutes later by explosions com- 
ing from the direction of the resi- 


dence. Successive waves of French 
helicopters took off from the base in 
the following hours, and additional 
bombardments could be heard. 

Gbagbo has been living in a 
bunker in his residence in Abidjan 


for nearly a week. After a decade 
in power, he refuses to step aside 
even though the United Nations 
has ruled that he lost the Novem- 
ber presidential election to Alas- 
sane Ouattara. 


Misery on All Sides 

Human Rights Watch said forces 
loyal to Ivory Coast’s democrati- 
cally elected president have killed 
hundreds of civilians, raped his 
rival’s supporters and burned vil- 
lages during an offensive to try to 
put Alassane Ouattara in office. On 
Sunday, the rights group called on 
Ouattara to investigate and pros- 
ecute abuses by his forces and those 
supporting his rival, strongman Lau- 
rent Gbagbo. Forces loyal to Gbagbo 
have killed more than 100 civilians in 
retaliation, itsaid.(AP) 


Forces loyal to Gbagbo were 
encircled at the presidential resi- 
dence earlier this week but broke 
out on Saturday, ambushing a patrol 
of soldiers loyal to his rival and 
advancing downtown. Pro-Gbagbo 
forces also attacked U.N. headquar- 
ters on Saturday and Sunday. 

Gbagbo has lost control of vir- 
tually the entire country in the last 
two weeks as forces loyal to Ouat- 
tara have swept down from the 
north and west into the commercial 
capital.

They met hours after 
NATO airstrikes battered Gadhafi’s 
tanks, helping Libyan rebels push 
back government troops that had 
been advancing quickly toward the 
opposition’s eastern stronghold. 

The terms of the African Union’s 
road map were unclear — such as 
whether it would require Gadhafi 
to pull his troops out of cities as

Mubarak Denies 
Abusing Power

In the first remarks since his oust- 
er, former Egyptian president 
Hosni Mubarak denied he abused 
his authority to amass wealth and 
property in a pre-recorded speech 
broadcast Sunday. 

Mubarak, forced out of office 
two months ago by a popular upris- 
ing, said he was willing to cooper- 
ate in any investigation: “I was hurt 
very much, and I am still hurting ... 
from the unjust campaigns against 
us and false allegations that aim 
to smear my reputation, my integ- 
rity, my [political] stances and my 
military history.” (ap)

No More Circulator on the Mall 


Q Why didn’t the Snnithsonian 
Circulator work? Navigat- 
ing the Mall can be difficult 
with long distances, especially 
with children. Any ideas on 
why more people didn’t use the 
Circulator? 

That Mall loop route, which was 
added to the Circulator system 
in 2006, seemed like such a nat- 
ural to me. But it turned out the 
buses weren’t getting more than 10 
boardings an hour in 2010. Some 
guesses: It was seasonal, operat- 
ing only on weekends during tour- 
ist time; even though the Circula- 
tors are very distinctive, this route 
didn’t get enough publicity. 


Have you heard anything 
from Metro regarding put- 
ting their new station maps on 
their website? I believe they put 
them up in all of the stations 
last fall, but the only ones on 
the website are the much less 
helpful Station Masters maps. 
No, I haven’t. For all: There are 
three types of maps available when 
you click on a station name on 
Metro’s website. One is a Google 
map, another is the Station Mas- 
ters map, which I do find very help- 
ful and asked that it remain avail- 
able when Metro’s website was 
redesigned, and the more recent- 
ly added Evacuation Map. 


Q l have tried several times 
over the last few months 
to use my Verizon cell phone 
in Metro. It seldom works. The 
last try was at Ballston. We 
were stopped in the station and 
the train doors were open. I 
would think that this is optimal 
conditions for reception, but I 
couldn’t get a signal. 

Many riders report cell phone prob- 
lems — either they can’t complete 
calls or the calls are dropped — 
at various points in the tunnels. 
(And I’m talking about Verizon 
users here, like me.) The current 
project — when it’s finally done — 
should be an upgrade in service for 
all users, particularly those with 
services other than Verizon. 


Q The news coverage about 
Metro not wanting to open 
early the other week for the 
marathon said that it doesn’t 
get enough people to make it 
worth the expense. The one 
thing I have never heard is to 
reverse the fee structures so it 
is more expensive to ride during 
the low-ridership periods. 

With those early openings and late 
closings for special events, Metro 
will do that if the organization 
sponsoring the event will pay for 
the extra service. Metro did raise 
the fare for the night-owl service 
on weekends, charging the regu- 
lar rush hour fare for those riding 
between midnight and 3 a.m. on 
Friday night and Saturday night, 
two periods of very low ridership. 
Other than that, it’s pretty much 
supply and demand.

If the government had shut down 
at 12:01 a.m. Saturday, no region of 
the United States would have suf- 
fered more than the District. City 
services would have been curtailed, 
trash wouldn’t have been collected, 
tourist dollars would have been lost, 
and thousands of residents with fed- 
eral jobs would have faced poten- 
tial furloughs. 

And although it averted a shut- 
down, the budget deal agreed to Fri- 
day night by Congress and the White 
House appears to be — at best — a 
mixed blessing for the District. 

The measure contains at least 
one policy rider — a ban on Dis- 
trict government-funded abor- 


trict has precious little control over 
its finances. 

“While I am relieved that 
Congress reached an agreement 
so that our employees can work 
and city services can continue, 
I am also angry and extremely 
disappointed that the District of 
Columbia, once again, suffered 
collateral damage amidst parti- 
san bickering,” Mayor Vincent C. 
Gray, a Democrat, said in a state- 
ment issued after the deal was 
completed. 

Referring to the ban on the Dis- 
trict using its own funds to provide 
abortion services and the renew- 
al of the D.C. Opportunity Schol- 
arship Program, Gray said that 
“the District of Columbia’s right 
to govern itself has, once again, 
been sacrificed on the altar of 
political expediency. This is ludi- 
crous. Hypocrisy is alive and well.”

Obama is poised 
to detail his plans 
to whittle down 
federal spending 

Washington 

One budget deal down, Presi- 
dent Obama and Congress began 
to pivot Sunday from the painful 
standoff over this year’s spending 
to a pair of defining debates over 
the nation’s borrowing limit and 
the election-year budget. 

Much will be revealed at mid- 
week, when the House and Senate 
are expected to vote on a budget 
for the remainder of this fiscal year 
and Obama shares his plan to cut 
the deficit, in part by scaling back 
programs for seniors and the poor. 
Across the dial on Sunday, messen- 
gers from both parties framed the 
series of spending fights as debates 
over cuts — a thematic victory for 
House Republicans swept to power 
by a populist mandate for a smaller, 
more austere government. 

“We’ve had to bring this presi- 
dent kicking and screaming to the 
table to cut spending,” said House 
Majority Leader Eric Cantor, R-Va., 
on “Fox News Sunday.” 

Presidential adviser David 
Plouffe said Obama has long been 
committed to finding ways for the 
nation to spend within its means. 
He confirmed that the president 
would unveil more specifics for 
deficit reduction with a speech 
Wednesday that would reveal 
plans to reduce the government’s 
chief health programs for seniors 
and the poor. 

“You’re going to have to look 
at Medicare and Medicaid and 
see what kind of savings you can 
get,” Obama adviser David Plouffe 
said Sunday on NBC’s “Meet the 
Press.” 

The presidential speech on 
Wednesday is part of official Wash- 


ington’s shift from the standoff over 
spending through September to 
next year’s budget and beyond. 

The prospects of raising the 
debt ceiling and passing a 2012 
spending plan are politically per- 
ilous, a knot lawmakers will spend 
months trying to unravel. That 
means competing plans to shore 
up the nation’s fiscal health in a 


debate many predict will make Fri- 
day’s nail-biter look minor. 

Rep. Tim Huelskamp of Kansas 
wrote on his Facebook page that the 
$38.5 billion in cuts agreed to in 
Friday’s deal “barely make a dent” 
in years of trillion-dollar deficits 
and the nation’s $14 trillion debt. 
Additionally, the measure lacked 
the policy riders he sought, such 


as one to strip Planned Parenthood 
of federal funding, though by law 
no federal money goes to its abor- 
tion services. 

All told, Huelskamp wrote, the 
measure “ignores the fundamental 
reasons I and my fellow freshmen 
members of Congress were sent to 
Washington.” 

Obama’s speech will come as 


the debate shifts to the far more 
delicate ground of the government 
budget for next year — when the 
president and most of Congress 
are up for re-election. 

Plouffe said the president under- 
stands the mandate to dramatical- 
ly cut spending. On talk show after 
talk show, he pointed to Decem- 
ber’s bipartisan deal on tax cuts 
with Friday night’s agreement on 
this year’s budget as evidence that 
both parties can govern together 
when they want to. 

The president, Plouffe said, 
would address ways to reduce the 
deficit and the long-term, $14 tril- 
lion debt. He gave few specifics, but 
he said the president believes taxes 
should go up on higher-income 
Americans and cuts to Medicare 
and Medicaid will be necessary. 

“Compromise is not a dirty 
word,” Plouffe said on ABC. (ap) 


Friday’s Last-Minute Vote: Will It Stand? 

For all the forward focus Sunday, congressional officials still

Capitals say regular 
season losses won’t 
matter vs. Rangers 

The Capitals 

Four months ago, the Capitals fell 
silent at Madison Square Garden 
and surrendered their worst loss 
of the Bruce Boudreau era, 7-0, to 
the New York Rangers. The defeat, 
which came in the middle of an 
eventual eight-game losing streak, 
prompted the shift to a more defen- 
sive system and mindset. 

When the Stanley Cup play- 
offs open this week, the Capitals 
will meet New York in an Eastern 
Conference quarterfinal series as 
the fully evolved team that found 
its identity after that ugly night in 
December. 

The Capitals did not have much 
success against the Rangers, who 
clinched the eighth and final play- 
off berth in the East by virtue of 
Tampa Bay’s 6-2 win over Carolina 
Saturday, in the regular season. In 
four games between the two clubs, 
Washington went 1-2-1 while being 
outscored 17-6 by New York in a set 
of contests that included two shut- 
outs — the 7-0 drubbing on Dec. 12 
and a 6-0 loss on Feb. 25. 

Despite that recent history, 
though, the Capitals believe that 
they are a different team now than 
the one that suffered those multi- 
ple losses to the Rangers. 

“It’s completely different. They 
got us in the middle of our tran- 
sition to the game we’re playing 
now,” Karl Alzner said. “Not tak- 
ing anything away from them, they 
played great hockey against us, and 
we just couldn’t hang with them at 
that time. Hopefully, it’s going to 
be a different story now.” 

While the Capitals have been 
integrating more of a defensive-

ly sound approach to their game 
plan this season, the Rangers are a 
team that has long built its founda- 
tion upon reliability in its own zone. 
As they kick off the best-of-seven 
series though, the two teams are 
more similar than they might have 
been at the start of the year. 

New York finished with 1,301 
blocked shots, the fourth most in 
the NHL, a number that speaks to 
a willingness to protect their end 
at all costs that when coupled with 
the steadiness of all-star goalten- 


der Henrik Lundqvist, gives the 
Rangers the fifth-best goals-against 
average per game at 2.38. 

Lundqvist is the type of net- 
minder who has the ability to alter 
the outcome of a game or even a 
series, and over the course of his 
career, he has gone 14-10-2 against 
Washington, with a .906 save per- 
centage and a 2.81 goals-against 
average. “I don’t think you can 
ever learn how to beat that guy,” 
Matt Bradley said of Lundqvist.

John Rhodes, a transportation consultant, received his Master of Arts degree in transportation policy, operations and logistics (TPOL) at George Mason. 


25,000 Amtrak miles on family vacations. “My 
father had fun keeping count,” Rhodes 
says. “We went nearly every year, on 
pretty much all their routes.” 

Rhodes followed Mom’s influence 
into a degree from the Culinary Insti- 
tute of America in 2003 and a job with 
Sodexo running the cafeteria at Inova 
Alexandria Hospital.

Dad’s influence was a better guide. 
Deciding it was, he started school 
again in fall 2005. 

TPOL is offered at GMU’s Vir- 
ginia Square campus in Arlington 
(703-993-8099, Policy.gmu.edu). 
In this multimodal program, stu- 
dents learn not just about planes, 
trains and automobiles, but about 
how everything interacts, includ- 
ing people, freight and global sup- 
ply chains. Appropriately, students 
can get there by foot, bike, train, car, 
bus and maybe even parachute. 

“Graduates recognize and under- 
stand the complexity of the global 
transportation system and all its 
parts — marine, rail, air, ground 
— and can relate it to the broader 
economy of the United States and 
the world,” says program director 
Jonathan Gifford. “I’m not aware of 
another program like it.” 

As the name says, TPOL cov- 
ers how policy is developed and 
implemented; the planning and 
logistics involved; and econom- 
ics. A group project has students 
working with a government or pri- 
vate client to, for example, evalu- 
ate air-freight operations at Dulles 
Airport or the cost-benefit ratio of 
high-speed rail between D.C. and 
Richmond, Va. The degree takes 
four semesters including summer 
or six without summer. 

Grads work at a wide range of 
public and private employers, from

federal agencies to state and local 
transportation departments; from 
major consulting firms and think 
tanks to advocacy groups and non- 
profits; from Amtrak and Metro to 
private trucking firms. The medi- 
an salary in a recent exit survey 
of new alumni was $60,000 to 
$70,000. Current tuition is $22,734 
in state and $41,274 out of state. The 
school will hold an open house on 
April 21. 

Rhodes enjoyed the program’s 
emphasis on critical thinking, col- 
laboration and research: “Know- 
ing all the competing fields — their 
strengths and weaknesses and the 
regulations they all deal with — 
made me well rounded.” During a 
class field trip, he made a crucial 
connection, meeting an employee 
of R.L. Banks & Associates, a rail 
consulting firm in Arlington. “Con- 
nections like that are what help you 
switch careers,” he says. He took a 
job at the firm four years ago, while 
still in school 


As a transportation analyst, Rho- 
des helps clients stay on track. One 
week he may help Cincinnati deal 
with regulations regarding aban- 
doned rail lines; another week he 
mediates a dispute over freight rates, 
or he does a commuter rail feasibili- 
ty study or determines the value of a 
railroad for a bank loan or court case. 
When light or heavy rail intersects 
with freight rail, someone needs to 
handle the negotiations. 

“I like not doing the same thing 
everyday,” says Rhodes, 29. Besides 
that, he says, the best part of the job 
is using simulation software to esti- 
mate things such as traffic satura- 
tion. “It’s neat to see the results of 
changes you apply,” he explains. 
“Like, what if we change the engine 
or add a crossover track? What hap- 
pens if we do this or that?” 

More senior consultants usual- 
ly have many years of direct expe- 
rience at railroads or government 
agencies, and that’s a path Rhodes 
plans to follow. “To be a senior con- 
sultant in pretty much any field, 
you need to have done that work 
or have a specialized skill set,” he 
notes. Then he may consult again 
on a more flexible schedule. 

Meanwhile, Rhodes and his wife 
have traveled to Savannah and Bos- 
ton on Amtrak for vacation, at his 
suggestion, of course. Can he shut 
off his analjTical side and enjoy the 
ride? “Not completely,” he admits. 
“My wife says I should concentrate 
on seeing the sights. Luckily, I enjoy 
that, too.”

A Washington School 
of Photography class 
teaches students to 
snap photos with style 

Skills 

A great photographer can trans- 
form even the most quotidian 
spaces. A nondescript red-brick 
walkway becomes a runway as a 
blonde woman in hot pants struts 
down it. Windows on an office 
building glimmer like a 
wall of paparazzi flash- 
es behind a smiling tat- 
tooed African-Amer- 
ican guy. The creator 
of these eye-catching 
pictures is photographer 
Lynn Devore, who has been 
teaching his class, “Outdoor Fash- 
ion,” for more than a decade at 
the Washington School of Pho- 
tography. 

THE BASICS: The daylong 
course accommodates up to a 
dozen students. No prior expe- 
rience is required, though stu- 
dents do need to provide their own 
digital SLR camera. Participants 
may not use a simple point-and- 
shoot camera, but Devore doesn’t 
believe they need top-of-the-line 
equipment. “The more expensive 
camera can do a dozen things that 
the cheaper one can’t, but those 
options are never used in a typi- 
cal day of shooting.” He does rec- 
ommend bringing an extra mem- 
ory card, though, since students 
may take up to 400 photographs 
over the course of the day. 

Devore begins with a half- 
hour introduction on the proto- 
cols of photographing in public. 
He advises his students to always 
be aware of their surroundings 
and to be respectful of their fellow 
pedestrians so that their work is 
as unobtrusive and nondisruptive 
as possible. However, most of his 
instruction is given on the fly.

“I teach as people shoot. By 
directing the photographer, I let 
them see the effects of different 
lighting, focal lengths and cam- 
era position,” Devore says. “Good 
fashion photography has more to 
do with the texture and the quali- 
ty of the light than anything else. 
I might shoot on the loading dock 
behind a Safeway because the light 
is fabulous.” 

The class is divided into a 
morning session with a model of 
one sex and an afternoon session 
with a model of the opposite sex.

What surprised you most about 
your time in retail? 

I was shocked sometimes at how 
rude customers were. I worked at 
a mall with a very upscale crowd. 
There were a lot of terribly wealthy 
people. They would come in and 
they would literally snap their fin- 
gers at me. 


Did you expect it to be so physi- 
cally demanding? 

There were nights when Td go back 
and forth to the stockroom 20, 30, 
50 times in a seven-hour shift. I 
would come home, and sometimes 
it was hard to get from the eleva- 
tor to the apartment door. 

What kind of sales skills did you 
pickup? 

I’m much less scared of approach- 
ing people. It’s really basic: You 
can’t sell if you don’t approach. 

How did you handle the control of 
the retail environment? 

I didn’t like being on camera all the 
time or having to show the contents 


of my handbag every single time 
I left the store. I understand why 
they monitor employees so heavi- 
ly, but it sends a really awful mes- 
sage. If you’re essentially an hon- 
est person, which I think most of 
us are, it’s really annoying to be 
watched and monitored and vid- 
eotaped. 

What did you learn about the value 
of face-to-face interactions? 

Why am I in the store, when I can 
buy online?

to be even more important in this 
economy. If the person in front of 
you isn’t making your day better, 
walk out. That company doesn’t 
deserve your business. 

Retail has an incredibly high turn- 
over rate. What do you think could 
be done to improve that? 

The obvious answer is to pay more. 
That’s what really surprised me 
and made me very demoralized. 
I was highly productive and sold 
a lot of merchandise for the com- 
pany. When I asked my boss for a 
raise, I was given 30 more cents an 
hour. I don’t say pay everybody $15 
an hour, because not everybody is 
worth $15 an hour. But they don’t 
look at the numbers and say “Here 
is the 5 percent of our sales force 
who are by far the most produc- 
tive; we’re going to give them rais- 
es, bonuses, commissions because 
we want to keep them.” 

Sales associates often have to 
deal with angry or demanding 
customers. Did you learn anything 
you could apply to tough work 
situations down the road? 

I learned to depersonalize it. People 
would walk into the store already 
in a really bad mood, and you just 
happened to be the object of their 
hatred for the next 10 minutes. You 
just cannot take all that stuff per- 
sonally. If you did, you would have 
a nervous breakdown. 

What should we all remember the 
next time we’re customers at our 
favorite stores? 

I think people just don’t know how 
hard the job can be. You can have 
a Ph.D. and I defy you to run a 
cash register on Black Friday and 
keep a smile on your face. It takes 
a whole different level of skill.

Secret scribes forgo 
acknowLedgement as 
the ghostwriters of 
other people’s texts 

Side Jobs 

Sometimes the author of a book 
isn’t the author at all. The person 
with the name above the title might 
be an expert in a field, but some- 
times that person’s writing skills 
don’t measure up to the demands 
of churning out 400 pages on a sin- 
gle topic. That’s where a ghostwrit- 
er comes in to play. 

“There are two different levels: 
there’s collaborators and there’s 
ghostwriters,” says Howard Yoon, 
a partner at D.C.’s Ross Yoon 
Agency (202-328-3282, Rossyoon. 
com), which specializes in seri- 


ous nonfiction. “Collaborators are 
maybe more experienced, defi- 
nitely more involved in some way 
than just a ghostwriter. Ghostwrit- 
er implies some invisibility with 
their duties.” 

Ghostwriters need to be strong 
scribes and editors, and diligent 
researchers. But they also need to 
be ego-free and dedicated to the 
expert they are trying to help, and 
not be looking for ride-the- coat- 
tails glory. 

“In true ghostwriting situations, 
you’re basically having one person 
whose name is on the book, who’s 
the source for the whole story,” says 
Tom Shroder, former editor of the 
Washington Post Magazine and 
an in-demand collaborator on oth- 
ers’ book projects. “A ghostwriter is 
maybe mentioned in the acknowl- 
edgements, or sometimes you’ll get 



a ‘with.’ But some ghostwriters don’t 
even get that much.” 

It can also take many years of 
doing other kinds of work — news- 
paper reporting, long-form blogging 
for a reputable website or even writ- 
ing your own book — before you can 
become a go-to ghostwriter. 

High-end agents such as Yoon 
can’t gamble on newbies look- 
ing to break into ghostwrit- 
ing. “They need to build up 
their experience as writ- 
ers, because I can’t afford 
to pair a new person up 
with one of my clients and 
risk the book not being suc- 
cessfully written,” he says. 

Still, if Yoon finds an editor 
or writer whose work he likes, he 
might start that person off doing 
“light editing or reading and cri- 
tiquing with clients,” he says. If you 
receive good feedback, Yoon might 
try to find a book for you to work 
on, but it’s a trickier process than 
just proving you’re a good writ- 
er or editor. 

“It is such a personality and skill- 
set match,” Yoon says. “You have to 
capture the right ideas, the right 
voice; you have to share the same 
vision the author has and maybe 
think in ways the author isn’t quite 
thinking.” 

Most writers haven’t experi- 
enced the narrative demands of a 
full-length book, either. 

“The important part about writ- 
ing is understanding how a book is 
structured, which is unlike how a 
newspaper article or a press release 
is structured,” says one D.C. ghost- 
writer (who asked to remain anon- 
ymous to protect her high-profile 
projects, which include New York 
Times best-sellers.) “You can take 
classes, like, for example, at the 
Bethesda Writer’s Center (301-654- 
86645 Writer.org) — in writing, on 
nonfiction, on how to structure a 
book. It’s a difficult transition.” 

Books aren’t the only place a hid- 
den hand is needed to shape copy; 
as Yoon points out, ghostwriting is 
everywhere. 

“You have people who are ghost- 
ing on Twitter,” he says. (You don’t 
think President Obama actually 
types out his tweets, do you?) 

“Then you have people who ... 
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will write op-eds for the CEO or 
the chairman,” Yoon continued. 
“Speech-writing is another form 
of ghostwriting, and there’s a lot 
of opportunities for that. Our cli- 
ents are always looking for research 
assistants and readers.” 

But finding those opportunities 
isn’t as simple as signing up for a 
website proffering to pair ghost- 
writers with potential authors, or 
even being lucky enough to find 
an agent. 

Our anonymous author says that 
it’s often a matter of doing targeted 
research to find potential clients. 

“The way to get started is either 
by finding an expert who has an 
interesting book but isn’t a writer — 
that’s often a scientist — and team- 
ing up with that scientist,” says our 
concealed writer. “One way to do 
it is to post online, even Craigslist, 
saying that you’re a writer. Reach- 
ing out to professional organiza- 
tions is one way.” 

And to make yourself more mar- 
ketable as a ghostwriter, you have 
to demonstrate that you are able to 
approach a variety of subjects quick- 
ly and accurately. 

“Being a generalist is a big 
thing,” says Shroder, who collab- 
orated with John Konrad on the 
new book “Fire on the Horizon: 
The Untold Story of the Gulf Oil 
Disaster”: Shroder was the report- 
er, Konrad the expert with con- 
tacts. “If you’re a specialist, you’re 
really limiting yourself on subject 
matter. And the ability to get up 
to speed quickly on an issue, that 
might be the first skill you need as 
a ghostwriter.” 

The second skill is probably 
patience. “Writing a book with 
someone else means you’re part psy- 
chologist, part nagging mother, part 
writer-editor,” says our secret scribe. 
“It’s a very delicate balance.” 

But if you have the personality 
and the skill set to be a ghostwrit- 
er, you’ll be joining an honorable if 
often hidden working tradition — 
and, potentially, a lucrative one. 

“Faulkner was writing screen- 
plays for Hollywood for money,” 
Yoon says. “It can pay quite well. 
You can get a good six-figure-a- 
year income doing ghostwriting.” 
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“They need to build up their experience 
as writers, because I can’t afford to 
pair a new person up with one of my 
clients and risk the book not being 
successfully written.”

Never one to be bound by gen- 
der bias, Kathleen Walsh Carr, the 
Washington president of McLean, 
Va.-based Cardinal Bank, saw few 
limitations as she advanced in her 
39 -year career. That’s not to say 
none existed. 

Carr, 64, recalls when she started 
out, there were no women working 
in commercial lending, many were 
pigeonholed as tellers and very few 
occupied chairs in the C-suite. She 
was determined, however, to blaze 
her own path. And she did, rising 
through the ranks as an execu- 
tive at the National Bank of Wash- 
ington and later the District’s Abi- 
gail Adams National Bank, where 
she was chief executive for eight 
years. 

Now as the prominent banker 
prepares to hand the reins over to 
Cardinal market executive Jeffrey 
DiMeglio, she is proud to know 
there will be no dearth of power- 
ful female bankers in the Wash- 
ington area. 

“Women have worked up to 
being in senior positions. Still, we’re 
not at parity yet or even close to it,” 
said Carr, who is not immediately 
retiring but is grooming DiMeglio 
to take over her duties. 

Observers say the list of women 
holding senior-level positions at 
banks serving the Washington area 
has grown significantiy longer over 
the past few decades. 

“The opportunities are great at 
this juncture,” said Kathleen Mur- 
phy, president and chief executive 
of the Maryland Bankers Asso- 
ciation. 

A review of the management 
teams of nearly 100 local institu- 
tions turned up more than 60 female 
bankers in roles ranging from senior 
underwriter to chief executive. Ten

community banks in metropoli- 
tan Washington have at least one 
woman in a C-level job. 

Women may have to work a bit 
harder to prove their worth, but 
the odds are not insurmountable, 
said Shaza Andersen, founder and 
chief executive of Washington- 
First Bank. She encourages young 
female bankers to set goals and 
map out a plan to achieve them, as 
she did while working her way up 
to chief operating officer of Centu- 
ry National Bank. 

After Century was sold to United 
Bank in 2001, Andersen toyed with 
the idea of starting her own insti- 
tution. Her former boss at Centu- 
ry, Joseph S. Bracewell (who now 
serves as chairman of Washing- 
tonFirst), supported the idea and 


became her sounding board. 

“The biggest reason for my suc- 
cess is that I had a mentor,” she said. 
“When you’re young and growing, 
you’re not going to know everything. 
It helped making certain decisions 
based on experience.” 

Mentors can be quite useful in 
helping women advance, as can 
leadership groups. There are, how- 
ever, no dedicated organizations for 
female bankers, though some larg- 
er financial associations do support 
that community, according to the 
American Bankers Association. 

Maryland Bankers does not have 
leadership programs for women, 
but the association’s chairman- 
elect, Mary Ann Scully — the first 
woman to hold the position — said 
she and Murphy may consider one 
in the future. 

“Do I wish that those things 
were necessary? No. Do I think that 
they still are and therefore should 
be provided? Yes,” said Scully, who 
is also chief executive of Howard 
Bank in Ellicott City, Md. “It’s still 
unfortunate, and perhaps reflec- 
tive of our society, that women 
feel the need for that support.”

The test — usually 
perfornned by a lab technician after 
a geneticist deternnines which test 
is appropriate — is an examination of 
DNA in saliva or blood that looks for 
changes in chromosomes, genes or 
proteins that indicate a problematic 
hereditary pattern. “Within a week or 
two, we get those results back and 
then have another genetic counseling 
session where we interpret those 
results" and discuss how to handle 
that knowledge, Peshkin says. 
WOULD YOU WANT THIS JOB? 
Becoming intimately involved 
in people’s lives at vulnerable 
moments can be both rewarding 
and emotionally challenging, 

Peshkin says. “It’s difficult to give an 


individual or family news that they 
weren’t expecting or that they would 
consider to be upsetting," she says. 
But “if I were to stop feeling affected 
emotionally by it, then it would be 
time for me to move on." Besides 
being empathetic, counselors must 
also stay up to date on the industry, 
which is changing quickly because 
of technological advancements: “It’s 
important to be able to understand 
a lot of the medical and scientific 
information, and be able to boil that 
down in a way that is understandable 
to patients," she says. 

HOW SHE GOT THIS JOB: A 
former graduate school adviser 
told her about the Georgetown job. 
But her interest in genetic disease 
was piqued long before, at the age 
of 12 after watching a program 
about the Elephant Man — a 19th- 
century Englishman who had severe 


deformities. After getting a B.S. in 
microbiology from the University of 
Maryland, she worked for a year at 
the National Cancer Institute’s hotline, 
which solidified her specialty in the 
illness. Peshkin earned a master’s 
degree in medical genetics from the 
University of Wisconsin-Madison in 
1993 and is certified by the American 
Board of Genetic Counseling (ABGC). 
She also has a certificate in bioethics 
and health policy from the Loyola 
School of Medicine.

Jamie Oliver’s revolution won’t be 
televised — at least not from Los 
Angeles school kitchens. 

The second season of the cru- 
sading Brit’s healthy eating reality 
show, “Jamie Oliver’s Food Revolu- 
tion,” started poorly when the city 
school district barred his cameras, 
a serious snag for a program that 
focuses on school lunches. 

“I think we swam into a mine- 
field,” Oliver said. “I’m really disap- 
pointed that I couldn’t get in there 
at all. I’m disappointed that as pub- 
lic servants, they feel they have the 
right to not be transparent.” 

But the trouble didn’t end with 
school officials. There are signs in 
the first episode (Tuesday on ABC) 
12) that the adults of Los Angeles 
aren’t fully embracing the revolu- 
tion either.

healthy food campaign that has 
consumed him for more than five 
years. “You only have to affect 
2 percent of the population to make 
radical change,” Oliver said. 

Oliver says all he wanted to do 
in L.A. was see where the food for 


650,000 school children came from. 
Oliver briefly found his way into a 
preparatory high school run by a 
nonprofit under contract with L.A. 
schools, but he was booted once the 
district found out. 

Still, the chef plans to go back 
to Los Angeles later this month. 
He wants to check in with fami- 
lies he worked with. Also, a new 
school superintendent starts later 
this month, and Oliver, ever the 
optimist, wants to meet with him. 
Maybe they can start a dialogue or 
something more. 

“I’d be lying if I told you there 
was a big master plan,” he said.
